Our  climate  is  ideal  for  the  production  of  the  highest  seed 
quality,  and  our  cleaning  and  grading  methods  are  the  most 
advanced.  After  proper  curing,  all  seeds  are  graded  to  weight 
limits  much  closer  than  usual,  being  limited  to  seeds  heavier 
than  65  seeds  per  grain  weight.  Our  average  seed  weight 
during  the  past  season  was  59  seeds  per  grain,  while  seeds 
bought  from  outside  sources  for  our  experimental  depart¬ 
ment  averaged  74  seeds  per  grain.  While  this  makes  a  differ¬ 
ence  of  7,000  seeds  per  ounce  in  favor  of  the  lighter  seeds, 
germination  by  the  cabinet  test  averaged  22.3%  in  favor  of 
the  heavier  seeds,  and  actual  production  of  saleable  plants 
was  19.7%  in  favor  of  the  heavier  seeds,  giving  no  allowance 
for  higher  numbers  per  ounce  in  the  light  weight  seeds.  The 
same  principle  seems  to  apply  as  in  grading  bulbs. 

After  grading,  all  seeds  are  cabinet  tested  for  viability, 
with  a  garden  test  as  a  check  on  each  cabinet  test.  High 
viability  seeds  only  are  sold. 

We  should  also  like  to  point  out  here  that  Harrold’s 
Pansy  Gardens,  Grants  Pass,  Oregon,  is  the  only  source  of 
the  original  Harrold’s  Pedigreed  Strain  Pansy  Seeds,  all 
reports  to  the  contrary  being  erroneous.  Attempts  have  been 
brought  to  our  attention  recently  of  dealers  fostering  on  to 
the  trade  as  genuine,  seeds  listed  in  their  catalogues  as 
Harrold’s,  at  reduced  prices.  A  close  check  on  the  matter 
has  shown  that  as  far  as  our  sales  records  show,  there  is  no 
assurance  that  these  seeds  being  so  offered  were  even  grown 
from  stock  seeds  obtained  from  us.  While  we  appreciate 
the  compliment,  and  admission  of  the  high  quality  of 
Harrold’s  seeds,  we  feel  it  only  fair  to  warn  the  trade  that 
genuine  Harrold’s  seeds  are  sold  to  dealers  for  re-sale  only 
after  the  dealer  has  signed  a  franchise  contract  agreeing  to 
supply  as  genuine  only  such  seeds  as  are  delivered  to  the 
purchaser  in  the  original  packets  as  sealed  in  our  gardens. 
He  has  also  agreed  to  offer  them  only  at  the  list  price 
appearing  in  this  annual.  Any  dealer  violating  this  franchise 
automatically  voids  same,  and  must  return  the  entire  stock 
of  our  seeds  in  his  possession  at  once.  So  remember,  Genuine 
Harrold’s  Pedigreed  Strain  Pansy  Seeds  are  sold  by  others 
only  in  the  original  packet  and  at  the  prices  appearing 
herein.

Last  year  I  had  my  first  experience  raising-  a  few 
Pansies  for  the  dealers.  Tried  out  one  ounce  of  Oregon 
Miracle  Mixed  from  you.  Cannot  speak  too  highly  of  the 
germinating  powers  of  this  seed.  It  was  sown  in  three 
lots,  about  the  10th,  of  July,  August,  and  September,  re¬ 
spectively.  Each  time  I  put  in  seeds  the  thermometer 
took  notice  and  speeded  up  to  100  degrees,  and  one  day 
it  reached  104.  I  said,  “You  are  up  against  it,  G.W.T.” 
but  that  seed  got  busy,  and  9,000  germinated.  Of  course 
the  man  back  of  the  gun  didn’t  allow  it  to  dry  out,  but 
kindly  take  notice  that  a  small  amount  of  high-priced 
seed  from  another  seedsman — not  a  seed  grower — was 
almost  a  failure,  although  planted  side  by  side,  and 
treated  exactly  alike;  and  what  little  grew  was  not 
thrifty.  It  lacked  power.  I  lost  a  lot  of  plants  after 
flatting  from  damping  off,  still  I  did  well  on  the  plants. 
Can  reduce  the  damping  off  this  season,  after  a  bit  of 
experience. 

I  heartily  agree  in  your  business  policy  of  careful, 
conservative  statements.  Your  business  is  to  satisfy 
customers,  not  exhaust  a  dictionary.  My  order  will  not 
amount  to  much  at  present  as  I  have  but  little  room 
that  1  can  give  to  Pansies,  but  My  good  will  accompanies 
the  trifling  order,  to  say  the  least.

CULTURAL  SUGGESTIONS 

Pansies,  being  a  heavy  feeding  plant,  will  require  soil  that 
is  rich  with  good  drainage.  Beds  should  be  worked  well  and 
deep  before  planting.  Completely  moisten  the  bed  as  deep 
as  cultivated  (6  to  8  inches)  before  planting  the  seeds. 
Seeds  should  be  planted  in  drills  and  covered  only  slightly 
by  what  soil  is  washed  over  the  seeds  with  a  very  light  spray. 
Now  cover  the  beds  with  mulch  paper,  or  a  light  weight 
black  building  paper,  which  is  cheaper,  weighting  down  the 
edges  to  prevent  it  blowing  off. 

In  warm  weather,  when  temperature  is  ranging  above  75 
degrees,  care  must  be  taken  to  hold  down  temperature 
during  the  heat  of  the  day  by  spraying  the  top  of  the  paper. 
Beds  under  all  conditions  must  be  watched  for  dry  spots, 
which  must  never  be  permitted.  In  from  6  to  10  days  seeds 
will  have  sprouted  well  and  paper  should  be  removed  from 
the  beds  when  the  sprouts  average  l/16th  of  an  inch  long. 
When  paper  is  taken  off,  apply  a  light  sifting  (sufficient  to 
just  cover  the  seeds  when  it  is  sprinkled)  of  granulated  peat 
moss.  Sprinkle  well,  and  as  soon  as  plants  begin  to  turn 
green,  hold  slightly  dry  until  danger  of  damping  off  is  past. 

Transplanting  should  be  done  but  once,  when  plants  have 
from  6  to  12  leaves.  Fertilizing  soil  for  Pansies  is  a  problem 
that  you  will  have  to  work  out  for  your  own  soil  to  obtain 
maximum  results.  Generally,  well  rotted  cow  manure  or 
composted  fresh  manure  will  prove  best  of  all  classes  of 
soil.  Bonemeal  is  also  another  almost  universal  agent,  while 
the  commercial  compounded  fertilizers  must  be  used  with 
some  caution  and  experience.
